" The National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf is the only fraternal organi¬ 
zation operating on the lodge system 
by and for the deaf in the world. It 
had its inception in 1901 at Flint, 
Mich., when a few boys at the Michi¬ 
gan State School for the Deaf com¬ 
bined together for mutual protection. 
This was thirty-one years ago, but 
since then the membership has grown 
to 7,228, according to the latest report 
of the Home Office at Chicago. 

The adage of “Great oaks from lit¬ 
tle acorns grow” may be truly said of 
the Society. 

Beginning with only nominal dues of 
fifty cents from each member per - 
month, the Society has strengthened 
its financial standing by adopting the 
American Experience-4% basis table 
and built up a sum of over $1,500,000 
in its treasury. What is more signifi¬ 
cant, collections from all Divisions, 
numbering about 114, are never less 
than $12,000 per month, this all com¬ 
ing from deaf men only. 

I well recall that when 1 was a 
delegate to the convention in 1912 at 
Columbus, O., it was thought the sum 
of $38,000 in the treasury was magnifi¬ 
cent, How insignificant that is todkyL 
The National Fraternal Society is 
carrying on a fraternal insurance busi¬ 
ness in practically every State in the 
Union, with sick and accident benefits 
also guaranteed. 

Death, sick and accident benefits 
have run up to many thousands of 
dollars, the exact figures not being 
available just yet. 

The spirit of good fellowship among 
the members is strong; and wherever 
one goes about this cduntry of ours he 
will find cordiality and friendship 
among fellow-wearers of the Frat but- 
. ton.

The George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission for the State of Massachusetts 
has prepared a program for the celebration 
of Washington’s Two Hundredth Birthday 
^rmiyersarv in the Bay State, which is 
among the most inclusive of the State pro¬ 
grams yet submitted. 

Among the outstanding features of the 
Massachusetts celebration will l>c the re¬ 
enacting of Washington’s travels within the 
State 


As in all of (he other States of 
the Union, in every city, town and 
hamlet, appropriate observances will 
mark each public holiday, from the 
bicentennial of Washington's birth on 
February 22d, until the Day of 
Thanksgiving in 1932. In Massa¬ 
chusetts it is planned to include all 
the State and National holidays—such 
as Patriot's Day, Decoration Day. 
Flag Day and the Fourth of July,-with 
public meetings for such occasions as 
Washington’s Birthday, Inauguration 
Day, Mother's Day and Labor Day. 
There will be special ceremonies 
attendant on new historic markings of 
fortifications in and about Boston that 
were erected after tl\e Battle of Blinker 
Hill. Excursions to all of these places 
were conducted by the N. F. S. D. 
local committee, during the recent con¬ 
vention of the Frats at Boston.

We were there 
on a Saturday, when the students have their 
dress parade, and were treated to the almost 
occult spectacle of thirty children playing 
music which they couldn’t hear, and four 
hundred others marching to it. At least 
they couldn’t hear it as the ordinary person 
understands hearing. The students march 
ed in perfect step, the band played 
smartly—no false notes, nothing one could 
cavil at except that the volume of music 
never varied, f>eing always absolute foriis 
simo. \ s 

That can’t be helped. In fact it is en 
couraged. One reason for this is that the 
louder they play the better chance there is 
that some of the pupils with a degree of 
hearing will actually hear the music. An¬ 
other is that the pitch of all wind instru¬ 
ments varies with the lip pressure and lung 
power used, just enough to make things sour 
unless everybody blows the same. The reed 
ipstmmfnts and the slide trombone are 
about the only ones the boys can’t play 
These are too tricky for anyone who hasn’t 
a fine ear. The valve trombone is used 
Students who try out for the band all 
begin v by learninf the drum, which instills a 
feeling for rhythm The stone-deaf get no 
further, just remain thumping the drum 
It's an important instrument in the school, 
however, for most of the marching pupils 
never hear the music of the band at all— 
only fed, as a vague vibration, the beat 
of the drums. Players with a little hearing 
learn the bugle next, since there ar 4 only 
eight notes to master, and then work up 
to more complicated instruments. Those 
with fifty percent hearing (the highest rat¬ 
ing in pupils »accepted at the school) even 
tually arrive at comets and things like that 
which carry the melody.
